A Natural Monopoly. 

It has been trsly said that the public service corporation is a natu- 
ral inouopoly. And tlio strength of this fact is iu no way better dtmi- 
oDstrated tbao by the attitude of the Pabiic Service (joaiaiissions, in 
thoM States when tbey exist. 

Thaw eommitdoM, compoied of men.whow stand iog io thdr W 
•peetive oommonwealths is beyond impotationt are doing their ntmoet to- 
dUscourage competition in tbe poblic service field. 

It has been learned by particularly bitter experience, that competi- 
tion in the lighting, telepbone and street railroad fields means rain and 
cbaos — Dotbing else. 

Competition in almost any other line of business iu good— within, 
limits. Bot in the public utility line it is fatal alike to tbe corporatioos- 
and to tbe service. The public, as a rule, care.s little about the eflfect 
upon the corporations, but, when tbe results show in the service, as tbey 
ineritably must, then the matter strikes hoooie.
